We Must Hold Fast 



Seeing then that we have a great high priest, that is passed into the heavens, Jesus th 
Son of God, let us hold fast our profession. 
Hebrews 4:14 (KJV) © 

There is an incomplete understanding of just what the process is of losing our salvation. I don't claim to 
have all the answers but I do have a word that I believe the Spirit has given me on this subject. I wrote 
about this matter previously in the "Once Saved, Always Saved" series. 

Let your conversation be without covetous ness; and be content with such things as ye 
have : for he hath s aid, I will ne ve r le ave the e , nor fors ake the e . 
Hebrews 13:5 (KJV) © 

First of all let me be clear about this, God will never leave us or forsake us! Friends, it isn't a matter of God tossing us out of the kingdom for sinning. We 
never have to fear abandonment because we don't measure up simply because none of us do! It is about the condition of our hearts. Scripture plainly tells 
us in multiple places that we can leave the faith. 

For if after they have escapedthe pollutions of the world through the knowledge of the Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, they 
are again entangled therein, and overcome, the latter end is worse with them than the beginning. 
2 Peter 2:20 (KJV) O 

Falling back into unrepentant sin is a deadly serious matter, 'unrepentant' being the key word here. Our God is longsuffering and merciful, but He is also 
holy and righteous. Only He knows for how long He will endure someone in this most dangerous state. My suspicion is it may be different for each of us as 
individuals because as I said it is based on the condition of our hearts. I am certain there are those we see out there that seem to us to be living in wanton 
sin yet at night lay in their beds crying out to the Lord for deliverance and mercy. 

Again, When a righteous man doth turn from his righteousness, and commit iniquity, and I lay a stumblingblock before him, 
he shall die: because thou hast not given him warning, he shall die in his sin, and his righteousness which he hath done shall 
not be remembered; but his blood will I require at thine hand. Nevertheless if thou warn the righteous man, that the righteous 
sin not, and he doth not sin, he shall surely live, because he is warned; also thou hast delivered thy soul. 
Ezekiel 3:20-21 (KJV) O 

We have not only the right but the duty to warn those that we know who are living in sin, however we don't have the right to judge them Only they and 
the Lord know what they are struggling with in their hearts. 

Remember therefore howthou hast received and heard, and hold fast, and repent. If therefore thou shalt not watch, I will 
come on thee as a thief, and thou shalt not know what hour I will come upon thee. 
Revelation 3:3 (KJV) © 

Satan is always beckoning us to sin; I am personally attacked often just as we all are. It isn't a sin to have bad thoughts but to entertain and act on them 
The devil is so subtle with his smooth lies, he tells me things like "God understands your situation; He knows you are unable to support a wife at this time. 
He knows that there are not many suitable women out there. God won't mind if you give in to lust; He just wants you to be happy." 

If we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and the truth is not in us. If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness. If we say that we have not sinned, we make him a liar, and his 
word is not in us. 
1 John 1:8-10 (KJV) O 

Satan is always there to help us rationalize sin, to even tell us that we are entitled to sin! This struggle with our sin nature is a lifetime battle. But the fact that 
we are struggling with sin is actually evidence that we are in Christ! It is the presence of the Holy Spirit in us that convicts of sin and causes us to struggle 
with it. It is in fact when we stop struggling with sin that we are in jeopardy of losing our salvation. 

Letus hold fast the profession of our faith without wavering; (for he is faithful that promised;) 
Hebrews 10:23 (KJV) O 

So in reality we do not lose our salvation, however we can give it up by not holding on to it and letting it slip through our fingers.
